One of the most deplorable things 
about a mysterious 
manner in which the general public 
loses its head and manufactures evi- 
dence out of airy imaginings. There 
has been repeated precisely what hap- 
pened in this city a dozen years ago, 
when a prominent young man of 
Parkdale was shot in the doorway of 
his own home under most mysterious 
circumstances. The great grief of his 
family Was augmented in a most ters 
rible ‘degr ee by the base and morbid 
suspicions of the local public, not un- 
assisted by one or two indisereet po- 
lice officers. 

It subsequently turned out that the 
murder has been commitied in a mane 
ter exceeding the sensations of the 
crudest melodrama by a young wo- 
man in men’s clothing who took this 
means of avenging a fancied insult. 
Then the publie mind was dtd age 
but people turned ebout and made 
heroine of the young woman, 

It is interesting to mote that 
connection with this case the 
vices of Sir A. Conan Doyle were ens 
listed and shown to be much less 
efficient than that of his) creation, 
Sherlock Holmes. At the time the 
murder occurred Doyle was lecturing 
in America uncer Major Pond’s tan. 
agement, It oceurred to the city edi- 
tor of a morning newspaper that an 
opinion from him would intensely in- 
terest the public. He was pretty 
sure of an answer, because the nove- 
list was booked to appear in Toronto 
and his manageme nt was far too as 
tute to let slip such a chances for pub- 
licity. So a plain story of the crime 
was sent to him, together with news- 
paper clippings covering all available 
points in the story. Conan Doyle cour: 
teously ba stating that it would 
be impossible for him to formulate a 
theory, that the facts were all so cur- 
ious us to admit of many theories. 

Ky the time he ceme to Toronto the 
mystery had been unravelled, and in 
an interview he told the reporter of 
the journal in question that there was 
one very good reason why he never 
publicly attempted to solve real mur- 
ders 

“You see,” said he, “in my stories 
I reach my solution firs t, and invent 
my details afterward.’ 

Tt will be seen that the demand for 
Sherlock Holmes, whenever a capital 
crime occurs, is a bit illogical.

The Tocsin had always been a power- 
ful ageut; Judge Pike had increased its 
strength with a staf which was thor- 
oughly efficlent, alert and always able 
to strike center with the paper's read- 
ers, and in town and country it had 
absorbed the circulation of the other 
local journals, which resisted feebly at 
times, but in the matter of the Cory 
tnurder bad not dared to do anything 
except follow the Tocsin's lead. The 
Tocsin, having lit the tire, fed it-fed 
it saltpeter and sulphur—for now Mar.

A Popular Leadsr. 

One of the most striking and popu- 
lar figures in the Nonconformft pul- 
pit to-day is the Rev. J. H. Jowett, 
who is to be president of the British 
Free Church Council for 1910.

He relies 
on no dramatic gestures or force of 
voice to drive truths home, but in 
a calm, dispassionate manner he 
leans over the front of the pulpit and 
quietly takes the congregation into 
his confidence But although he 
rarely raises his voice, the softness 
of which reminds one very much of 
the late C. H. Spurgeon, his utter- 
ances are so clear that a word is rare- 
ly missed, Mr, Jowett likes nothing 
better than to work in the open air, 
and during the summer it is in his 
garden that the majority of his ser-
